Hank and Gary, the Scott brothers, flanked 
jubilant winner Mike Kidd in the winner's cir- 
cle at Middletown’s Orange County Fairgrounds 
half-mile Sunday.

veteran Mert Lawwill have certainly 
been racing! Kidd’s performance 
aboard a Lawwill prepared H-D

into a tie with Corky Keener for sixth 
place in the AMA Grand National 
Championship/Camel Pro Series point 
standings. 

Again the standings tightened up, 
as point leader Jay Springsteen could 


only manage a ninth -place finish, 
worth six points, while his fellow H-D 
teammate Ted Boody picked up nine 
points’for sixth place and moved to 
within one point of Springer, 188 to 
189. 

It was a disappointing day for 
Kenny Roberts. He fell while running 
third, losing advancement to the 
National final, on the last lap of his 
heat race. Then KR finished sixth in 
his semi and did not start the Trophy 
Race. He dropped to third in the point 
standings, from a tie for second last 
week with Boody.

25.066 seconds lap broke the track 
record previously held by Ed Ingram.

Eklund, Mike Kidd, Steve Morehead, 
Mert Lawwill, Ken Roberts, and 
Randy Goss. 

Only 34 experts attempted to 
qualify for the program.

Fast qualifier Hank Scott was long 
gone from the flash of the green light, 
but the runnerup and third spots were 
up for grabs until the last inch of 
racing. 

Garth, Brow (H-D) held- down 
second over Steve Eklund and Ken 


Roberts until “the valves started really 


clattering” on the fourth lap. Brow 
pulled off the track and Eklund and 
Roberts appeared set for the 2-3 
advancement positions. But Roberts 





“slid her down coming out of two. It 
happened so quick and I saw the wall 
comin’ up,” Roberts said. “But other 
than hurting my ankle, I'm OK." The 
Roberts get-off handed | Jay 
Springsteen third transfer and a;spot 
in the National. 

The second heat set the stage for 
what most spectators figured would be 
the story of the National. Mike Kidd, 
starting from the penalty line after 
anticipating the lights just a bit too 
much, charged from that handicap to 
take the win. Kidd moved by early 
leader Ed Ingram on the fifth lap and 
then disappeared from a four-man 
fight between Ingram and his XR, 
Billy Eves and his Bel-Ray Harley, the 
Bart Markel Harley of Randy Goss, 
and H-D factory rider Corky Keener. 
The checkered flag saw Ingram)and 
Keener advance to the National, 
leaving Goss and Eves with rides in the 
semis. 

Chuck Palmgren dropped out of the 
second heat on the fifth lap with a grin 
and a shrug of his shoulders. “I tore up 
all my good stuff at Indy in Sunday’s 
National. ‘That really hurt,” said 






Palmgren. He joined brothers Larry 
and Denny as a spectator. 

Third heat provided some fireworks 
from a dice between former Grand 
National Champion Gary Scott, who is 
making alate season charge up into 
the top of the point standings, and 
Ted Davidson. Davidson and his 
Harley battled with Scott and his Evel 
Knievel Harley, with veteran Scott 
taking the win. Pennsylvanian Billy 
Schaeffer and his Harley took third. 

Steve Morehead “fried the clutch” 
and dropped out of the heat on the 
third lap: 

Missed by many, who were watching 
the Scott/Ingram duel, was the ride 
turned in by George Richtmeyer. 
Richtmeyer finished sixth behind the 
front three and Skip Aksland and Rich 
Hocking, but he pulled off every save 
in the book to keep his Yamaha on its 
wheels. He nearly jumped off in turn 
three on an early lap, but somehow 
stayed on only to tick the wall coming 
out of .turn two on the next lap. He 
had his sponsor grimacing. 

The final heat turned into a three- 
man duel in the middle between Steve 


Freeman, Ted Boody, and Mert 
Lawwill. Freeman pulled off the 
holeshot and led the XRs of former 
National Champion Mert Lawwill and 
Harley factory rider Ted Boody the 
entire 10 laps. But the fight for second 
wasn’t decided until Lawwill went too 
high after trying to stuff it under 


Freeman. That slip let Boody by for 
second with Mert hanging on to third. 
Gene Romero, who finished fifth, 
observed the one-line track with a grin 
and said, “Boy, starts are really 
important here, aren’t they?”

Price, a 100cc Amateur, surprised the 
rest of the field with an overall victory 
in the Scrambler’s Mini-GP. 

Spending a holiday weekend in 
Pioche, Nevada (where's that?) may 
hot sound too exciting, unless you 
know Labor Day is Pioche's “Good Ole 
Nevada Day s” celebration. The whole 
town has a -party. ‘Activities start 
Friday with old West contests and a 
street dance, and continue day~and 
night until Monday. Whow! The Silver 
City Scramblers, Las. Vegas’ oldest 
motorcycle* club, began sponsoring 
races in Pioche in 1974. They moved 
their races to Pioche from Beatty, 
Nevada (Beatty?), where they used to 
race wild burros as well as 


motorcycles, but that is another story! °° 


Nevertheless, this year’s GP proved 
exciting for the racers, as wéll as the 
townspeople. The action was broken 
up into separate events, with the 
minicycles running Saturday and the 
big bikes Sunday. 

Saturday 

This mornings action opened with a 
brief rain, just enought to settle the 
dust.

Sunday 

At the drop of the banner, the 
racers, were charging, and out of the 
dust came Jack Johnson, jetting away 
from the rest of the pack.

The 12 states represented by the 
riders range from California to Rhode 
Island, from Idaho to Georgia. Roy 
Cook, at 18, is the youngest com- 
petitor while Lars Larsson, at 36, is 
the oldest. E 


Outside the 20% or so who make 
their living in some form of work con- 
nected with motorcycling, the oc- 
cupations engaged in by the riders are 
rather eye opening. There is a barten- 
der, a gardener, a logger, a physical 
therapist, a stone mason, a roofing 
contractor and a building contractor. 
One entrant works for Springfield 








Arms, a manufacturer of firearms. 
There are also three students chasing 
degrees at universities in Georgia, 
Ohio and California. 

Yet to a man, they are each 
dedicated to the goal ‘of returning 
from Czechoslovakia with a Gold 
Medal; the symbol of the „highest 
achievement possible in Six Days com- 
petition. Some will reach their goal, 
others will not. 

The mystical attraction of Six Days 
competition is an enigma; hard to un- 
derstand, harder to explain. There are 
no monetary rewards, only self 
satisfaction. In the end the com- 


petition boils down from country 
against country, team against team, 
man. against man to the ultimate test 
of any rider: against himself.

Realistically our chances of winning 
either the World Trophy or Silver 
Vase competition are slim. 

The World Trophy Team will face 
tough opposition in the defending 
West German team as well as the 
Czech and Italian entries. However, 
should one of the “giants” slip, “wè 
could be right up there in the top 
three. 

The same big three will make the 
Silver Vase competition tough, 

Adding’ to the tough competition 
will be the fact that this year's ISDT 
will consist of almost 85% unimproved 
(woods) trails unlike past years where 
high speed paved roads constituted a 
large percentage of the layout. 

ISDT team manager Al Eames is,’ 
optomistic about our chances. “There | 
is no doubt, but that this year's ISDF 
will be one of the toughest in recent 
years,” said Eames recently. 

“However,” continued Eames, “our 
trail riding ability and stamina should 
constitute a big plus due to the almost 
85% average of woods versus paved 
roads. I believe we're going to do it to 
them in the woods. This is where the 
ISDT will be won or lost and that will 
relieve a little of the pressure on the 
riders when competing in the special 
tests. Remember, both the. Austrian 
and the Isle of Man events were 
decided by the special test scores. I 
don’t believe that it will be the same 
this year, and that should be to our 
advantage.”

Riding his 
employer's brand, the Husqvarna Ser- 
vice Manager dropped only nine poin- 
ts in the Pennsylvania contest to sew 
up his fourth consecutive National 
Championship crown only a ‘week 
before heading out for Czechoslovakia

to compete in the 52nd International 
Six Days Trial. 


‘Unlucky thirteen was turned into 
lucky thirteen for Team Suzuki rider 
Hurluf Johnson of Massachusetts as he 
became the number two man overall, 
High-Point A, in what many felt was 
the best enduro of the season. 


Following closely behind the popular 
New England Trail Rider winner was’ 
the equally popular East Coast Enduro 
Association rider Bruce Kenny of New 
Jersey. Bruce dropped only, 14 points 
on another Team Suzuki PE250. 

At many events there is a con- 
siderable point spread between the A 
riders and the B contingent. This was 
not the case today, however, as B rider 
D.C. Graver squeezed his Ossa into 
fourth overall with a loss of only 19 
points. Along with his High Point 
silver bowl, Graver also received 
congratulations from the AMA's Al 
Eames for becoming a Class A rider. 

Several years *back, im an effort to

something useful, the Lehigh Valley 
Dirt Riders decided to present silver- 
ware rather than trophies as do most 
other clubs. Their event is now one of 
the most popular in the east, and cer- 
tainly the awards are the most sought 
after. 

Heavyweight riders T. Cieman and 
R. Goodpaster followed in the overall 
scoring with a 21 and 22 point loss. 
Both riders were rode Maicos. Can- 
Am team rider Skip Olson had a bad 
day, but his traveling partner Kevin 
Snapp won the medium weight class 
with a 29 point loss right behind light 
weight champion K. Qebul who lost 24 
points on a Penton. New Jersey's Beth 
Cooper won women’s honors on a 
Honda, and B. Bowen took Senior on 
a’ Suzuki. 


Rock Run is noted ‘not only for it s 
rocks but for it s precision in planning 
and promotion, Ít is held ¡n the coal 
district of Eastern Pennsylvania, and 
the. open terrain up one ridge and 
down the next is vast and challenging. 
The trails are rideable and, the 
marking superb. Large 36x40 “X" 
road crossing signs greet riders before 
every entry onto pavement and if the 
area was congested or dangerous there 
was a brightly clothed flagman there 
to stop either riders or automobile 
traffic as necessary. 

The club has virtually computerized 
the whole event. Each rider received in 
advance a large post card with an at- 
tached computer tab that listed his 
rider number and any other pertinent 
data. Printed on the card were the 
speed changes and averages, layovers 
and gas stop statistics. Battery 





_ operated computer time clocks and 
digital readouts hung on posts at each 
check and served the same purpose as 
flip cards. There were several speed 
changes, a ten minute layover at one 
gas stop and thirty minutes at the 
other which was the end of two in- 
dependent loops out from the starting 
point. 

Despite all these precautions there 
were’ still some minor injuries and 
about fifty riders were held up at a 
State police road block just after a stop 
sign. Several riders received citations 
for running the stop sign and for 
failure to have their license, 
registration or proper inspection 
sticker. This might not have occured 
had the riders adhered to the stop 
sign, but once it got started, it lost 
precious minutes for many com- 
petitors who not only obeyed the law 
but had legal machinery. They still 
had to stop and prove it. At one point 
the troopers were so busy that many 
eased quietly past on their illegal 
bikes. 

Although inspection may be a 
marginal requirement in the minds of 
many enduro riders due to the nature 
of their equipment and the constant 
trail damage, there is no excuse for in- 
proper vehicle registration or failure to 

_ stop for a stop sign, speeding on public 
roads or any other traffic violation. 
This is one of the key factors that is 
whittling away at the future of enduro 
contests as we know them today. 

Aside from these hazards, King 
Richard managed to roll on in his 
steam roller conquest of all who step 
up to challenge his superiority in the 
art of cross country riding on a precise 
time schedle. Even Dick will admit 
that he quite often makes mistakes, or 
his equipment does break, but he 

‘keeps them minimal with proper 
training of both his mind and body, 
and in preparation of his equipment. 
Like all factory team riders he does 
have an., edge in the preparation 
department, but many privateers have 
proven that this edge can be cut pretty 
thin. Dick Burleson is a steady con- 
sistent rider, and that makes him a 
consistent winner. 

Part of the day was overcast, and for 
a while it looked like it might rain. But 
the clouds pushed off as the sun shone 
intermittently with temperatures in 
the 60s. 

The promoters’ system of hanging 
the riders’ time cards on nails in a ver- 
tical row on a large display board and 
then dropping them down a notch as a 
better score comes in works effectively. 
They had results by 6 p.m. 


While most riders filled up on hot Z 


dogs and delicious local corn down- 
stairs in the Grange hall, the scoring 
was completed.-And it was, still 
-daylight when the winners left for 
home. . °

There’s a new proposal before 
the American Motorcyclist 
Association’s Professional 
Motocross Board. It’s a plan to 
do away with the present system 
of three National Champion- 
ship classes--125cc, 250cc and 
Open -- and the three National 
Champions that go with it. Instead, 
there will be one series of National 
races and one National Champion- 
ship. The proposal is finding a lot of 
support, and in one form or another, 
AMA Professional Motocross Manager 
Mike DiPrete hopes to have a new 
system in effect for the 1978 racing 
season. 

The reasons for having just one 
National Championship series are 
numerous. Tops on the list is the pur- 
pose of making professional motocross 
easier for the general public and the 
news media to understand. By doing 
that, professional motocross will be 
easier to promote and easier to sell. 
The result is that everyone involved 
will benefit from it. Riders and 
promoters will earn more money, and 
the spectators will see better racing at 
better race tracks. 

The present system with three 
National Championships adds to the 
confusion of professional motocross in 
America. Pro MX already has cham- 
pions for other events like the Florida 
Winter-AMA, Supercross, and Trans- 
AMA Series. By narrowing the 
National Championship down to just 
one series, all the top riders in 
America will finally be racing against 
each other on the same outdoor tracks 
to find out who is the best. 

Outdoor motocross, the National 
Championship in particular, is in 
serious trouble due to the fall-off of 
spectator attendance, although the 
AMA, race promoters and the motor- 
cycling press would have us think dif- 
ferently. Other than a few special 
tracks like Hangtown and Unadilla 
where spectators come for the occasion 
along with the racing, average turnout 
for an outdoor National Champion- 
ship motocross is 2,000 to 4,000 spec- 
tators. Part of the reason is that spec- 
tators like the convenience and spec- 
tacle of stadium racing. Also, not all 
the top riders in the country show up 
for a National race, especially when 
two National classes or World Cham- 
pionship race dates conflict, running 
on the same weekend. Why. drive 2-4 
hours to see a 125cc National when all 
your favorite heros are racing at the 
Carlsbad GP on the other side of the 
country? z 

Because of conflicting race dates 
and the difficulty of making any 
money promoting an outdoor 
National, the AMA has a very difficult 
job finding good promoters. That's 
why this year we've been subjected to 
Nationals held way out in the country, 
hours from any major metropolitan 
area. When only two thousand spec- 
tators show up it’s no wonder the 
promoters never hold another 
National. Part of the reason is that 
most promoters don’t know how to 
promote a race -- and the AMA cer- 
tainly isn’t helping them in that 
respect -- but that’s a subject for 
another article. 

The only question under debate 
regarding next year’s revised National 
Championship is what class or classes 
to use. Presently, the riders with the 
biggest voice in AMA decision making 





are asking for 250cc and Open class 
bikes. These are the older, bigger 
riders, who do well on larger 
displacement bikes. What they'd like 
to do with the 125cc bikes is let them 
provide the Support class show at 
Nationals. so the younger, less ex- 
perienced riders will have their own 
class to race in. 

But making the 125cc class: a 
proving ground for new riders isn't too 
realistic. There’s not enough money in 
the Support class that an independent 
rider could afford to go to more than 
one or. two races. And, for the major 
Japanese manufacturers, the 125cc 
motocross bikes are big sellers. If 
125cc bikes lost their National status 
and were no longer raced by the fac- 
tory teams, sales of motocross and dirt 
bikes would probably suffer as a result. 

The final argument for the 125cc 
class is that if someone is going to be 
crowned National Champion -- the 
best rider in America -- he should be 
able to prove himself on all three sizes 
of bikes. This would be much fairer 
for all riders concerned; little riders 
like Honda’s Warren Reid would have 
just as fair a chance at the Champion- 





ship as a big rider like Maico's Steve 
Stackable or Suzukï's Tony DiStefano. 


Some riders may protest that they 
ean't ride a little 125cc machine or a 
big 400cc bike, but this year that 
reasoning has been buried in the dirt 
The majority of top ten riders in the 
125cc National class weigh at least 160 
pounds. Jimmy Weinert came close to 
pulling off two 125cc National wins, 
and Tony DiStefano placed third 
overall at a 125cc National Qualifier 
in St. Joseph, Mo., the first time Tony 
has even sat on 2 125cc bike in six 
years. Little guys have proven to be 
equally as fast or Open class bikes, 
with Bob Hannah and Marty Smith 
both posting Trans-AMA wins before 
their 20th birthday. 


Another reason for including the 
125cc class with the 250cc and Open is 
that all manufacturers now competing 
on the National circuit build and sell 
bikes for all three classes. Perhaps only 
the Japanese companies have com- 
petitive bikes in all three classes, but 
this would 
European bike manufacturers with 
some incentive to build more com- 


certainly provide the , 


petitive bikes, especially in the 125cc 
class. In the long run, both the 
manufacturers and their dealers would 
benefit. A manufacturer may still 
choose to compete in the National 
Championship on just one or two 
displacement size bikes, allowing him 
the opportunity to advertise individual 
race wins when they happen. But he 
probably couldn't put together enough 
points towards. winning the National 
Championship. 

In fairness to all involved, riders and 
mznufacturers, and what I feel is the 
best solution, is to use all three 
displacements towards winning the 
National Championship. The AMA 
could put together next year’s Cham- 
pionship with five races on each size 
bike, for a total of 15 races during the 
year. There would be no more conflic- 
ting race dates, all the top National 
riders would be at each race, and every 
rider would, have a fair shot at the 
Championship. 


The only argument against the idea 
might be that an independent rider 
couldn't afford the three bikes needed 
to follow the entire National Cham- 


pionship circuit. 1 hardly think this 
would prove a factor, because the 
same situation presents itself under the 
present system. If a rider has only one 
bike and can afford to make only three 
or four races, he'll race those 
Nationals his bike size conforms. to, 
anyway. Other than the additional 
competition from the increased fac- 
tory riders present at each race, 
nothing will change for the Privateer 


Hopefully, under the proposed new 
system all 40 riders will get a share of 
the purse in the Nationa class to make 
things easier for the privateers. Presen- 
tly, AMA purses at outdoor events pay 
down no further than 20th place 
overall, and even then anything past 
10th place isn’t enough to pay expen- 
ses. But then, that’s another one of my 
soapbox talks. 


The new -National Championship 
system for next year should go a long 
way in increasing the appeal of out- 
door motocross. There are a few ad- 
ditional changes that need to be made, 
however, to improve the present for- 
mat of a national race so it doesn’t 
take all day to run. Under the present 


system, practice gets underway at 9-10 
a.m. on Sunday morning, followed by 
qualifying and consolation motos in 
both the Support and National class 
before the feature motos finally get 
underway at 3 p.m. in the afternoon. 
It’s not unusual for the final race to 
end anywhere {from 7 to 8 p.m. Sunday 
evening. Mos: of the spectators have 
already left fur home-after the first set 
of feature motos. It’s a sad sight to see 
only 1,000 spectators left to see the last 
National moto, an occurance that's 
happened more than once this year. 
What needs to be done, and is 


presently under discussion by the 


Professional Motocross Board, is to 
hold the necessary qualifying motos on 
Saturday. This way, Sunday's 
National race could get underway 
promptly at the advertised time of 1 
p-m. and be finished up by 4 p.m. 
Spectators would get to see the racing 
they came for without having to sit 
through an all day ordeal. It would 
also be easier on the riders and their 
teams who don’t have to qualify. 

For the independent riders, Satur- 
day qualifying would be a better deal 
for them as well because they'd get the 
chance to race longer 20, 30, or 40 
minute motos. It"would give them a 
chance to improve their riding. skills 
which Sundays short 10-minute 
qualifiers hardly afford. In fact, the 
qualifiers are the only races most in- 


. dependent riders get into anyway. Of 


the 80-150 riders who, enter a 
National, 30 of the 40 riders who 
finally qualify for the feature are the 
factory riders. It only seems fair that 
an independent rider who travels half 
way across the country to race a 
National gets to race more than the 
present 10-minute qualifiers. 

The only barrier to running 
qualifying on Saturday seems to be the 
promoters, who feel they can’t afford 
to hold two days of racing and with it 
the the additional cost of track per- 
sonnel, AMA officials, track 
preparation, etc. Hopefully, the in- 
creased spectator attendance from the 
improvement in Sunday's National 
show will allow the promoter to hold 
Saturday qualifying. In addition, the 
AMA should allow the promoter a 
small portion of the riders/mechanics 
signup fees, all but a dollar of which 
goes to the AMA for insurance and 
administration. The other dollar from 
each signup fee goes into the riders’ 
point fund which is distributed among 
the top ten ricers at the end of the 
year. This hardly seems fair, since the 
factories pay their own riders’ signup 
fees while the independent riders pay 
out of their own pockets, and it’s the 
factory riders who collect on the point 
fund at the end of the season. This 
dollar shouldn't be charged to the 
riders, but if it is, it should go to the 
promoter who isn’t allowed to charge 
admission to anyone but a spectator at 
an AMA professional event. 

This year the format was changed in 
the Supercross Series to make it easier 
for spectators, press and everyone else 
to understand. At first there were. a 
few complaints, but now everyone 
seems to agree that the new Supercross 
Series is the best thing that ever hap- 
pened to motocross in America. Now, 
outdoor motocross is in peril of dying 
off unless changes are made to make it 
appealing again. Hopefully, these 
proposed changes for a new National 
Motocross Championship next year 
will go through, and outdoor 
motocross will once again gain the 
prominence in America that it still en- 
joys on its home tracks of Europe.  *®

\parts of your bod which you received 
while tearing up yourlocal track, then. 


trying that ultra-trick line you thought 
up to pass even the hottest shoes on the 
course (but didn’t quite make it). 
Then you go home, all banged up, 
wake up the next morning and wonder 
“What in the heck can I do to relieve 
the ole body of such harsh 
punishment?” Well now, here in the 
pages of Cycle News, we have come up 
with the closest thing to a solution. It’s 
the Russ Darnell School of Motocross! 

The school is based around 
Professor Russ and his extensive 
knowledge in the field of motocross 
competition, and is sponsored by 
Husqvarna. Russ is a longtime 


-American motocrosser, and when you 





hear of his racing totals, you will 
quickly understand why he can teac 
so well. Racing from 1953 up, until 
1976, Russ has competed in over 5;00 
races throughout Europe and, th 
United States. He spent a couple of his 
racing years battling with, th 
Europeans on their own turf, and was 
really pleased with his results. Russ 
placed in the top six in every race i 
Europe in 1970. And did all this‘riding 
add up in his favor! Currently, he i 
teaching the United States ISDT tea 
to motocross because of the stron 
emphasis on the special tests this year. 
That is all at Russ’ expense, by: the 
way. A few of the bigger motocrossing 
names that have come out of, hig 
schools are Illinois 500cc State 
Champion Don VanHoozer, Souther 
California's hottest upcoming ride 
Mike Bell, and the fourth -fastes 
woman in the nation, Barbar 
Spielman. 


The class which I attended was a 
two-day school in July at Saddleback 
Park, in Southern California. This, is al 
popular spot for a lot of the hottest 
riders throughout the state and_made| 
an_excellent teaching ground,.,And| 
since Russ stresses that all new racing] 
hopefuls spend more time sitting; ,and| 
watching than playing around on, the 
track, there were plenty of lines,,and| 
styles to observe and choose from, for 
each rider’s fancy. 

And, of course, there is the ever so 
smooth style of Russ himself. He isyone 
of the few who can go out on almost 
any given day, any track, and nail the 
quickest lines around the circuit: And 
he will do this in the same time it takes 
most riders just to finish practice! , 


On Monday morning entries an 


. fees were sorted out, and you receive a 


bunch of little goodies given to Russ t 
pass onto the class. When the signups 
are over, the professor: exits his big 
motor home and rounds up’ the 
students. 

First on the list of things to learn was 
stopping distances, how to play a 
freaky game with your front brake, 





--and how to work your-way through a - 
bunch of barrels. This was one of the |- 
most interesting parts of the class 

. because you got to see how fun it is to ' 
try and turn at less than two miles per 
hour with your feet on the pegs, and 
exit the turn without centerpunching 
one of the barrels. 

After the barrel rolling, you get to 
start venturing out onto the track and 
get into some serious learning. The 
lines you are used to using are right in 
front of your nose. Then, Russ sets 
your sights on the “pro line,” and the 
minds of the students all freak out at 
how easy it is to be fast when you know 
how to pick the hottest lines! Next, 
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Russ goes into why you are taking 
these specific routes, and why never to 
follow another rider around the track. 
Russ tells some neat stories about what 
can happen by going lap after lap in 
the same line behind the guy in front 
of you. 

Three things are stressed in the 
school a little more than others. These 
are to use your front brake as a tool 
instead of — something that 
automatically registers fear in the 
minds of some riders; to pick and 
manufacture your own line; and to 
make the track “one continuous 
straightaway.” These aspects are 
taught along ` with other very 
important necessities to keep you in 
control of what’s happening on the 
track while you are moving along at a 
rather high rate of speed. It is far from 
the familiar “gassit and hang on” 
method a lot of riders know and try to 
use: 

Communication with the riders 
while out on the track is trick. Russ 
probably knows more than a hundred 
ways to get you doing things his way, 
by’ signals that are surprisingly 
effective. And he has been known to 
reach out and grab many a front brake 
lever of riders gg? are not putting 
them to use, an®%i trip on your nose is 
usually enough for most riders to get in 
the habit of using that funny little 
handle in front of the throttle. 

As the class progresses around the 
track, taking it in sections, your brain 
starts seething away with all of the new 
racing tactics you've learned, and it’s 
really tempting to go off and start 
blowing away other riders that aren’t 


roup on the new savage lines that are 


available on the course. As you get to 


1s the last section of the class, the starting 


technique, you've pretty much got it 
clear in your mind the riders that you 
can competitively race, and the shoes 
which you ‘want to fee rocks -through 


>ittheir Jofas, It is not unusual to see two 
‘class graduates out for another hour 
isjust flat out racing each other after 


everyone else has gone home. 


Along with the two-day schools, 
Russ teaches five-day classes, which 
offer more emphasis on the physical 
aspects of racing, go deeper into the 


Strack and line spotting, and give more 


personal attention to each student. 
The prices of the classes are $30 for 
two days, and a hundred bucks for a 
week. Russ will teach anyone who 
wants individual training, and can 


spend a hundred dollars a day. 


If’ you would be interested in 
attending one of the schools, or are a 
promoter or club member who would 
like to have a class scheduled at. your 
local track, you can contact Russ at 
either (213) 367-1722, or write to Russ 
Darnell Motocross Schools, 14851 
Genoa St., Sylmar, California 91342. 
The midwest base for the schools is at 
the Tipton Hills Raceway, Tipton, 
lowa. This is a track that is relatively 
unknown, but is rated by Russ to be . 
easily capable of holding a Grand 
Prix. And if you talk to Russ himself 
about it, he'll tell you that is is as good 
as any track in Europe, and that's a 
good rating coming from a man who 
knows all the world’s motocross tracks.

Every fourth Sunday, a race is“ 


held on a local track that deserves 
a lot more action. Cycle Haven, 
a motorcycle park on Terminal 
Island, cut their racing program to 
once a month, due-to the lack of 
publicity.

With 
the checkered flag in sight Loff was 
closing fast, but Waller hung in there 
for the win with only a few feet to 
spare and no spokes, 

In the second moto Gumbmann 
pulled away from the pack again, and 
this time had the bike running 
properly all the way. It was an easy 
win. Waller and Loff started mid-pack 
and worked their way up together, 
finally both getting by Ted Rogers’ 
KTM in time to claim the second and 
third. Waller probably had to spend 
all of his winnings on his rear wheel. 

The first 250 Expert moto was 
established at the start of the race 
when Danny Turner (Kaw) left the 
gate out front followed by Tad 
Gumbmann, now on a Maico, then 
Donnie Cantaloupi (Yam). Fourth 
place underwent several changes, and 
David Wood (Yam) had it at the end. 





The second moto was more 
interesting. From the beginning 
Cantaloupi, Turner, Gumbmann, 
John Minor (Suz) and Wood all went 
out ahead of the pack and stayed 
close. About halfway Turner began 
moving on Cantaloupi, then passed 
and then left him behind. Gumbmann 
also made the move around 
Cantaloupi. By the end of the race, 
the front three were nearly half a lap 
ahead of fourth place Minor. Danny 
Turner was kicking back with plenty 
of time to take the flag before being 
overtaken. Overall payoffs went the 
same as the finish with Wood getting 
the fifth and final cash. 

The 125 class had Turner and 
Cantaloupi dicing it out again, this 
time joined by Don Ferraro (Suz), and 
David Ernst (Yam) in the first moto. 
Ernst led the early stages, but 
Cantaloupi was right behind him 
waiting for the opportunity to take 
over, which he managed. Ferraro 
scooped Ernst, and then it was 
Turner's turn. Ernst had had enough 
of that stuff, and held out against the 
next challenger, Danny Willis (Yam). 

Ferraro took the lead in the second 
moto but Turner was right on his tail. 
Cantaloupi spent several laps 
gradually closing the gap from third. 
By the time Ferraro felt he was in 
danger, Turner was long gone out 
front, and way back in fourth was Bill 
Johnson (Yam). Cantaloupi went by 
Ferraro in the last lap, and was in 
constant danger of losing the second 
place with Ferraro doing all he could 
to take it back. Cantaloupi held out 
and saved his second for the moto and 
the first overall cash. e

“Beautiful place to 
take a five”

FAIRPLAY, CO, AUG. 20 & 21 

One hundred and fifty-eight 
trials riders from across the 
country met the challenge, “Are 
you man enough to ride the Ute 


Cup?”, as they participated in the 8th 
annual Ute Cup Trial, held in the high 


_ ‘country of Colorado near Fairplay. The 


winner was Dave Burke, Jr. (Bul), a 17- 
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year-old high school student from 
Colorado riders dominated the trials, 
with, Chuck Sutton (Bul) from 
Albuquerque the only out-of-state 
rider to break into the top ten with a 
fourth place finish. Boulder, riders 
Bill Burgener (Mon). and Morgan 
Kavanaugh (Bul) finished second and 
third, 21 and 22 points behind Burke. 

The Ute Cup is a two-day observed 
trials promoted by the Rocky 
Mountain Trials Association as a 
premier trials and is open to out-of- 
state riders who are not nationally 
ranked. The RMTA novice riders are 
not eligible, but are encouraged to 
help observe. This year few of the 
novices showed, so there was 
inconsistent observation/scoring from 
non-trials volunteers. 

Land-use conflict developed a few 
days prior to the event when bow 
hunters complained to the state over 
the use of the Twelve Mile and Sheep 
Creek areas, where big horn sheep had 
been spotted. Also, -residents 
convinced the Forest Service that 
damage would occur to those areas 
which had been designated as roadless 
“wilderness”. The result was the 
elimination of eight sections and five 
miles of trails and roads. from 
Saturday's loop. ` 

Trials masters -Bill Brokaw, Kevin 
Walker, and Kerrie Brokaw were able 
to set five replacement sections, but 
the quality suffered. In a_ public 
meeting held Thursday night, the 
trials riders conducted themselves 
with dignity, and with the help of a 
large group from Michigan, made a 
good impression on the local citizenry. 
This wasn’t the first time that the 
RMTA was accused of trying to save 
the lives of big horn sheep by scaring 
them away from the hunters. 

Saturday's loop consisted of 14 
observed sections on 11 miles of trails 
and 4-wheel-drive roads ridden twice. 
After the allotted six -hours, Dave 
Burke came in with 16, Morgan 
Kavanaugh with 19, Bill Schaaf 
(Kaw), Colorado's No. 1 rider, with 


22, Chuck Sutton with 24, and Greg `“ 


Sturm (Bul) tied with 26 apiece. 
Section five, deep mud with an off- 
camber bank topped with a large log, 
was never cleaned all day. Many of the 
less accomplished. riders didn’t even 
attempt it, but struggled around the 
edge of the section for their “5”. 

Sunday’s loop consisted of 20 
sections and over 20 miles of roads and 
trails ridden twice with an eight hour 
time limit. Like Saturday’s loop, the 
trail led across Sheep Mountain at 
12,600 feet, but in the opposite 
direction. After the first loop, Dave 
Burke has lost just four points and Bill 
Burgener six. Then it happened — 
afternoon showers. _ 

Mud was tracked onto the rocks 
making many of the sections slippy. 
Scores soared. 

Burke lost 14 points on his last loop 
and Burgener 23. Most of the other 
riders did the ‘same. Second day 
leaders were Dave Burke, Bill 
Burgener, Gary Baughman (Hon) 
with 36, Morgan Kavanaugh with 37, 
Mike Stokes (Bul) with 39 and Ken 
Payne (Hon), a young intermediate 
rider, tied with Chuck Sutton with 40. 

Most of the sections were difficult 
and of good quality. Some, like the 
“Cabin” and “Corkscrew” were funky 
but fun. A few complained that 
sections were too hard. At the awards 
presentation, illuminated by camp 
lanterns, Bill Brokaw didn’t apologize 
for their difficulty, but said, “I don't 
know of a more beautiful place to take 
a five!” i e

U.S. Forest 
Closures 


By Russ Sanford 


Fifteen -of the U.S. National 
Forests in California are under a 
Stage Two Closure. The U.S. 
Forest Service Regional Head- 
quarters advises that this closure was 
prompted, by the “tinder-box” 
condition of all of the forests, despite 
the recent rains. The USFS explains 
that a Stage One Closure means 
campfires can only be had in 
designated campgrounds. A Stage 
Two Closure means that motorized 
vehicles may only be operated upon 
designated and signed administrative 
roads, and that smoking may only be 
done in closed automobiles and in 
designated campgrounds. A Stage 
Three Closure is a complete closure to 
all of the public. 

Personally, I don't want to go near 
the National Forests in their present 
condition, primarily due to the fact 
that I might be trapped by a fire 
caused by someone’ else's ignorance. 
And I certainly would hate to learn of 
a situation wherein a forest fire was 
caused by an off-road vehicle. 

But I am more indignant about 
being treated as a second-class citizen. 


Logging operations, chain saws, 
hikers, backpackers, horsemen, 
hunters, and fishermen are still 


allowed throughout the National 
Forests under a Stage Two Closure. 
Supposedly, persons involved in such 
activity will not be allowed to build 
fires or smoke except in’ designated 
campgrounds, but does anyone truly 
believe that will happen? 

/If you would like to express your 
feelings on this subject, you can write 
to Mr. Douglas Leisz, Regional 
Forester, USDA Forest Service, 630 
Sansome Street, 
94111. 

But whatever you do, if you go into 
the National Forests be: certain to stay 
on the designated and signed roads 
(You know, the ones with the markings 
on posts like TN31, etc.). It appears 
that all trails are out, unless they have 
such markings 

Stage Two Closure will be lifted just 
as soon as fire conditions improve .

Every time I see an ad for Bultaco, | 
get so mad I could tear the damn thing 
to pieces. 

They brag about the great warranty 
and their bikes. 1 bought one of their 
junks and have never been ripped so 
bad in my life. 

This is my fourth MX bike, a 1976 
250 Pursang--a garbage man's delight! 
Every article I read said this bike is “the 
privateers answer;` or "ít handles 
great;” or “it’s so fast!” 

They never mention how to keep it 
together for one whole race day. 

In 10 months I have used the bike 10 
times, most of which was break-in 
time. At two weeks old and its first 
race, the “new, improved” low énd 
goes to hell. The dealer tells me it will 
be six to eight weeks--the factory doesn't 
have the parts because so many others 
broke before mine. 

Bultaco International gave me a 
break and extended my 60-day 
warranty until the bike was fixed--10 
weeks later. 

Second race and the transmission 
breaks. I'm told that I wasn’t using the 
clutch to shift and that caused the 
breakage. Eight weeks later: no parts 
at- the factory for the “improved 
transmission.” It took another eight 
weeks for the parts and $138. 

Third race and the lower end goes 
again. with no more than 10 hours 
total on the bike. 

So there it sits after another $110, 
new and shining and collecting dust in 
the garage. 

These are just a few reasons why I 
wish the whole damn Bultaco factory 
would blow to hell!

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How to 
survive 


in Baja 
By M. Hjalmarson 


ith increasing frequency, especial- 
ly during the summer months, 
one reads of bikers lost in Baja. 
In'general, the men are experi- 


enced riders, but all too often their rides have 
„ended in tragedy. Again in June, two young men 
lost their lives in the Baja desert. Not long before 
that a group with Harry Oxley were luckier, but 
their experience (See Cycle News, #9, March 9, 
1977) is one they will never forget. In May another 
biker, Rick Miller, crashed while helping to 
mark the SCORE Baja 500 course. He was found 
and saved. Miller had no food, water or maps, nor 
was he familiar with the area. In early June, a 
Mexican photographer photographing race pre- 
runners died. 

In the remote desert wilderness north of San 
Felipe and east of the Sierra Juarez mountains, an 
unusually high number of men have lost their lives 
in the past year. It is inevitable that the tragedy will 
be repeated. 

Why are men losing their lives in this area of 
Baja? How can it be avoided? What can you do for 
your safety if you plan to ride in Baja, particularly 
the desert areas? Who do you contact if you suspect 
a friend or family member may need help? 

In the past 15 years my family has traveled a 
good portion of the Baja California peninsula — by 

- truck, motorcycle and Baja, bug. In the past five 
years we have covered thousands of miles in the 
northern part of Baja helping to lay out and put on 
the Tecate 500. Because of our familiarity with the 
area, we took part in July of 1976 in the search for 
William Kastorff and Matsayuki Tanaka, two 
motorcyclists who were ultimately found dead in 
the Mexican desert. At that time we met Mr. Ed 


. Goodell, search coordinator of the De Anza Rescue 


Unit, which is centered in the Imperial Valley. 
Goodell is an expert on survival and search and 
rescue. He has taken part in over 100 searches in 
the deserts of Baja California and the Imperial 
Valley. 

We visited recently with Goodell and with Lt. 
Robert Morse, recently. retired coordinator of the 
Search and Rescue of the Californias (SAROC) and 
Sgt. John Mander, present coordinator, concerning 
search and rescue, particularly in Baja. These 
conversations made us much more aware of the 
problems of survival and as a result changed some 
of our ways of travel. We particularly came to the 
realization that even with our experience off-road 
in Baja, circumstances could put us in the same 
situation as those who have lost their lives. It is our 





hope that by making others more aware of the 
problems also, this most recent trend of loss in Baja 
can be reversed. 


Search and Rescue of the Californias 

The Search and Rescue of the Californias 
(SAROC) is a group made up of rescue groups from 
both the United States and Mexico. SAROC is 
jointly coordinated by the Chief of the Mexicali Fire 
Department and the San Diego County Sheriff's 
Office. The many rescue groups which are a part of 
SAROC are made up of well trained, dedicated 
persons who donate their skills and time. They 
volunteer their vehicles, gear and knowledge in 
rescuing those who become lost or disabled. 
Although not an official part of the group, the 
Mexican vaqueros with their exceptional tracking 
skills have also been of immense value, as have some 
of the old ranch families such as the Melings. 


The Problem i 

As the Bureau of Land Management (BLM) has 
tightened its grip.on riding in California, more and 
more motorcyclists have turned to Mexico for 
riding freedom. The popularity of the SCORE 
races has also drawn many. The desert wilderness in 
Baja can be much more treacherous than the high 
desert near Los Angeles where so many are used to 
riding. Being almost at sea level, temperatures are 
often considerably higher in Baja, and it is much 
more humid. The. area from Puertocitos north to 
Mexicali and west to Tecate is an area in which 
many have become lost. Beginning with the death 
in 1975 of Fred Mundy, the area bounded on the 
south by San Felipe, north to Laguna Salada and 
west to the Sierra Juarez has become particularly 
problemsome, It is an imposing and wild area, with 
extremely rugged terrain with little vegetation. The 
road drops from 4,000 feet to sea level. It is in this 
area that most motorcyclists are losing their lives. 

More and more riders, either accidentally or out 
of ignorance of the true wilderness below are going 
down the old pole line road into the desert. Some 
have made a wrong turn, realizing too late it’s not 
the way to Valle de Trinidad. Others have tried to 
follow the SCORE course. The SCORE course map 
shows gas at Checkpoint II. This is the day of the 
race only! There is no gas normally available in the 
area at all! Even with big gas tanks, most bikes 
cannot go from one gas point to the next place it is 
available. The problem is compounded by the fact 
that the area is criss-crossed by many roads often 
making it difficult to follow the correct trails. 

According to the SAROC report on the search 
for Tanaka and Kastorff, “This area of Mexico is a 
popular area for bikers, being part of the race 
course, but it should be remembered_that it covers 
several hundred square miles with virtually no sign 
of habitation other than a couple of isolated ranch 
houses. It is a desert with the normal lack of water 
and it is a potentially fatal area for a biker in the 
summer. Unless they are accompanied by a vehicle 
it is extremely difficult, if not impossible, to carry 
enough water to compensate for dehydration. If 
any type of immobilization should occur the 
chances of survival are almost non-existent. Our 
only recommendation for survival ‘would be to stay 
out of the desert wilderness during the summer 
months.” 


Desert survival 

‘Few people realize that the hot summer desert is 
one of the most hostile environments on earth. 
Water is the most valuable piece of survival 
equipment that anyone can have in the desert,” 
according to the De Anza Rescue unit publication 
Survival: The biggest problem one faces in heat is 
mind is effected fairly quickly and thus the ability 
to make rational decisions. “Many factors affect 
water requirements, among these the most 
important are ip maa physical activity, body 
size and clothing.” 

The more one moves the faster the dehydration 
process. Heat and humidity, as are often found in 
this area of Baja, combine to cause faster 
dehydration. Due to the humidity, the evaporation 
of perspiration needed to cool the body occurs at a 
higher temperature. Therefore, the body perspires 
more to try to cool itself, thus causing faster 
dehydration. 

The De Anza Rescue Unit in particular is 
concerned with desert rescue. Having found that 
many theories on desert survival were based on 30- 
year-old Army tests, Tomas J. Bozak, a De Anza 
member, compiled what has been learned over the 
past years in their searches. Many of the findings 
are surprising and contrary to popular belief. 
Bozak's research has. been written in a paper, 
“Physiological Aspects of Search and Rescue in the 
Desert.” Following are some of his findings: 
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1. The effects of dehydration on the human 
body depend primarily on the degree of 
dehydration, the amount of physical activity 
and the temperature. For small amounts of 
dehydration, there may be no apparent 
effect. As dehydration increases there may be 
some mild thirst accompanied by a loss of 
appetite for food. (This occurs at 1% 
dehydration — a loss of 1% of your body 
weight.) Additional dehydration (2%) will 
result in a-feeling-of weakness and fatigue, 
and may cause emotional instability and 
impairment of judgement (4%). As 
dehydration further increases, the physical 
and mental effects become gradually more 
severe, until the individual collapses and dies 
of heat stroke (6-10%). A serious level of 
dehydration can often be reached without the 
victim realizing it. Often his friends may 
notice long before the victim does. 
2. In hot weather thirst does not keep pace 
with the body’s need for water, so you should 
drink a lot more than you feel like drinking. 
Drinks containing alcohol or caffeine are not 
as good because they act as diuretics and 
increase water loss in urine. 
3. Even if you find yourself in a survival 
situation do not try to conserve water. It ts the 
water in your body that prevents dehydration, 
not the water in your canteen. It is surprising 
how many persons have been found dead with 
half full canteens. 
4. Wear proper clothing — long pants, long 
sleeve shirt, shoes. Keep your head covered. 
5. It has been shown that a 154-pound 
person carrying a 20-pound pack and walking 
in the sun at 100° would require 1.3 quarts of 
water per hour to replace that which is lost 
due to sweating. It is best to exert as little 
energy as possible. 
6. The difference between good shade and 
direct sunlight is ‘equivalent to a 10° 
difference in air temperature. The sand itself 
may have a surface temperature of 140-150 
degrees so it is best to stay up off the sand 
whenever possible. 
7. An average person sitting in the sun on a 
110 degree day will survive only eight hours 
without water. 
8. Under the most ideal conditions a solar still 
will give only one or two glasses of water a 
` day, and in hot weather a person will sweat 
more water than that making the still. 
ʻ9. A person will also sweat faster than he can 
get water out of a barrel cactus during hot 
weather. 


This could save 
your life! 


There are many, many more problems with ! 
dehydration. It is especially important to realize 
how quickly oné’s mind is effected due to 
dehydration in hot weather. 

One of Mr. Goodell’s experiences as related to 


the San Diego Union serves to show what can 
happen to anyone. 

“All the advice and survival training and 
equipment in the world will not help because ‘not 
long after dehydration begins you lose your ability 
to make rational decisions. You go out of your 
mind.” 

Goodell recalled a search in 116° heat for a 
missing 16-year-old boy. The search party he was 
with came to a large outcropping. He directed the 
others to.go one way while he searched the other. 
They were to meet on the other side. 

“I took off 180° from where I was going. Don't 
ask me why. I didn’t know what I was doing. If I 
had been alone I would have died out there.” His 
friends quickly found him. 

“I became argumentive. I was not sick at first. I 
felt hot like I was burning up, and I was very 
apprehensive. Then I felt nauseated.” 

Luckily the group was able to get him out by 
helicopter and into a hospital. He had only been 
searching for 45 minutes! This is a good example of 
what can quickly happen to one’s mind, and why it 
is often so difficult for a person to be found. Logic 
is gone. This is the major reason that good riders, 
intelligent men have gotten into trouble and lost 
their lives. 


Your survival 

How can a rider better prepare for survival, 
especially for the-desert? First, be aware of how the 
heat can effect you. Secondly, before leaving 
home; particularly when going into a remote area 
such as Baja, plan exactly where you are going and 
by what route. Leave these plans with your family 
or a friend and instruct them as to who to contact if 
you do not return on time, Don’t change your plans 
later. Leave information where you will leave your 
vehicles when you unload. Leave a good description 
of your bike, clothing and other gear. Who is going 
with you? What does their gear look like? When do 
you plan to return? 

What can you carry for your safety?.Ed Goodell 
suggests you carry water, d metal match (fire 
starting) and steel wool, signal flares and proper 
clothing. Sgt. Mander, a pilot, has assembled .a 
pack he carries which is easily adaptable to 
motorcycles. He uses a plastic holder for a cigarette 








pack (good as a scoop, cup, etc.). Inside, Mander 
carries a small mirror for signaling, a small 
compass, two Band-Aids, needle, razor blade and 
two prophylactics, each of which will hold about a 
quart of water if held carefully in your helmet, a 
sock or something similar. In the pack he also 
carries matches, chapstick and nail clippers. 
Around the outside is wrapped thin nylon cord. A 
small piece of stainless steel (about 2x3) can be 
carried in one’s wallet for signaling. A couple of 
flares can be easily taped to your bike. Another 
item that could be put under the bike seat is a 
cigarette pack size “space blanket.” It is reflective 
and could serve as shade. 


It is important to carry water, however, a 
canteen won't get you very far in extreme heat. “In 
as much as you are unable to carry a sufficient 
amount of water in a survival situation you should 
have positive backup or limit your range of 
activity,” advises the De Anza Rescue Unit's 
Survival. Be sure your bike is in good mechanical 
condition. Carry the most essential spare parts and 
know how to repair and recognize your mechanical 
problems. If you are headed into the Baja desert at 
any time of the year, you will also need to carry 
extra gas. 

Maps of Baja are of. questionable accuracy, 
especially in the more remote areas where many 
roads are not shown, but they are still helpful. 
Many places identified on Baja maps are only 
remnants of the past. For example, Campo la 
Victoria is on many maps. It is not too far from the 
pole line road into the desert. Campo la Victoria 
consists of a cement slab and an old truck in a 
ravine. The maps, however, are good for 
orientation. Before leaving and as you travel 
continually orient yourself. Take the time to 
observe things around you: and where you are 
going. Keep track of landmarks, directions traveled 
and mileages. This makes it possible to backtrack if 
it should become necessary. If you can, go with 
someone who is truly familiar with the area. A four- 
wheel vehicle with you can be of immense value. 
Stay close enough together that you can check on 
each other every once in a while. Fill up with gas 
when you can and watch the level of your gas. 

Gas is a problem in many areas of Baja. If you

are headed south-southeast of Tecate, top off with 
gas before leaving the pavement. Except for towns 
on the pavement, the sawmill is the only place to 
get gas in the area. Because of the most recent 
deaths, Raul, of the Repeaters, is having metal 
warning signs made to that effect. They will be 
placed along the mountain route and especially at 
the top of the pole line road, the grade into the 
desert. 

What if you become disabled, particularly in the 
desert heat? Generally it is best to stay with your 
bike. Put it on its side in the middle. of the trail, Find 
a bush or anything to sit under for shade and 
remain as inactive as possible. The first search is 
always made by plane. Using a razor blade or knife, 
shave tread from your tires until you have a fairly 
good pile. Mix it with crankcase oil and you have a 
signal to light when you see or hear a plane. If you 
make the decision to leave your bike and hike out, 
again, leave it lying in the middle of the trail. Point 
it in the direction in which you will go. Also leave a 
note as to date and direction you are going. Then 
stick to that plan, Leave arrows drawn in the dirt or 
made from extra gear. Anything unusual, a line of 
rocks across the road for example, will be seen by 
the pilot and it will help guide him to you. All these 
help him to find you faster. It is conceivable some 
of the previous victims might be alive today if they 
had not hidden their bikes. You life is more 
valuable than your bike. 


If you suspect someone is in trouble 

If your friend or family member does not return 
on schedule, notify the San Diego County Sheriff's 
Office. Be prepared to give them as much 
information as possible, Do not take off looking on 
your own. 

Too many have already lost their lives in the Baja 
desert. Hopefully that can be prevented. The De 
Anza Newsletter advises “Summer is obviously upon 
us and our best advice during these hot months is; if 
it's not absolutely necessary for you to be on the 
open desert — DON’T GO! The high temperature 
is both unrelenting and unforgiving. There are no 
allowances for mistakes, errors in judgement, or 
unexpected. problems. The results of any of these is 
all too frequently ‘death from dehydration.” Don’t 
become a summer statistic!” e
